Saturday Boating Mishap | 
Takes Life Of Elba Youth

Tragedy struck in Florala 
and Elba on Saturday after- 
noon, July 31, when the five- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Earnest Green of Elba 
drowned in Lake Jackson. 

Henry Dale Green was riding 
in the boat being driven by his 
father. They were headed 
toward the shore to make a 
landing when the elder Green 
turned the boat sharply and both 
he and his young son were 
thrown out of the boat. The 
father managed to swim to 
shore, but the little boy, who 
was not wearing a life jacket 
or any other life saving ap- 
paratus, did not make it, ac- 
cording to Park Ranger, Ge- 
rald McLain, who coordinated 
the search for the recovery of 
the body. 

The boy’s uncle, James 
Green, tried to save the child 
but failed. The uncle then re- 
turned to shore to keep the 
child’s mother from drowning 
by going into water over her 
head, the Park Ranger report- 
ed 


The Florala Rescue Squad 
carried the boy’s mother tothe 
Florala Memorial Hospital, 
where she was kept for obser- 
vation, but later released. 

The search for the body took 


two hours. The incident oc- 
cured at approximately 2:15 
on Saturday. Aiding with the 
search were members of the 
Florala Police Department and 
Florala Rescue Squad. The 
body was found by Jimmy Ste- 
wart who with Wayne Burns, 
were using diving equip- 
ment to search for the body. 

The Park Ranger said that 
he was surprised that there 
were not more drownings of 
this nature at Lake Jackson. 
“Parents leave their little 
children down here without any 
supervision,’ he said. ‘‘This 
summer we have been blessed 
with a lot of real good help, 
with three state lifeguards, who 
have done a real good job,” 
McLain reported. 

Coach Paul Terry, in charge 
of the summer recreation at 
Lake Jackson State Park, re- 
ported to the News that he and 
the lifeguards had saved at 
least six children from drown- 
ing in the lake. The son of 
Ranger McLain also reported 
that he had pulled one ex- 
tremely small child from the 
water after the child got in 
over his head. 

‘*People should realize that 
while we operate the park and 
have lifeguards here to watch

Occasionally, I get the 
urge to find a wooded area 
that has a good, long grape- 
vine. I’m sure those vines 
we discovered as children 
were not really grapevines, 
although maybe wild grapes 
did grow on them. But for 
the lack of a better word, 
I’ll just call them grapevines. 

There was a good one 
growing in an old oak tree 
near where we lived when 
I was in my _ early teens. 
When we tired of other games 
and activities, someone fre- 
quently suggested that we 
swing on the vine.” 

Several neighborhood 
friends. were rounded up, and 
off to the woods we went! 
The first few swings were 
painful. Our hands were un- 
accustomed to the rough 
vine, and the undergrowth 
was uneomfortable if we land- 
ed in it. Sometimes we 
came home with our hands 
bleeding from _ the activity, 
but nobody complained. By 
summer’s end, though, we 
had worn the vine smooth 
and our hands had gotten 
tough enough to withstand 
several hours of swinging. 

It was a lot of fun to 
pull the vine back as far 
as it would go and then 
swing as far away as we 
could. If we took a run 
at it, we could swing sev- 
eral times, and occasionally 
two or more of us swung 
at the same time. 

There must be something 
about man that makes him 
want to stay on the go, and 
for a few minutes each day, 
the old grapevine gave us 
that opportunity!

early hours in company with 
several Indians, I climbed 
the slopes. Vindictive cacti 
gave way to deep, moist jun- 
gle.

The purpose of this article 
is to provide information on 
the construction and use of the 
septic tank disposal system. 
This method of waste disposal 
is considered safe and is the 


its use depends on the avail- 
ability of water under pressure 
and soil that is suitable for per- 


residence has changed a great 
deal in recent years. This sew- 
age is now much more diffi- 
cult than it was in times past. 

The septic tank is a water 
tight structure so arranged as 
to favor the biological and phy- 
sical factors utilized insewage 
treatment. Raw sewage flows 
into the tank atone end. A large 
part of the sewage solids known 
as raw or undigested sludge, 
settles out and is digested in 
the tank. The liquid portion, 
known as the effluent, passes 
out at the other end of the tank 
to the ground disposal trenches. 
A small portion of the solids 
known as digested sludge set- 
tles on the bottom and remains 
in the tank. During the process 
a portion of the undigested 
sludge may form a floating mat 
on top the liquid content of the 
tank. This is known as the 
scum mat. Thus the septic tank 
functions to condition the sew- 
age for disposal. 


regulations of the State Board 
of Health. Many municipalities 
have ordinances prescribing 
minimum requirements for 
septic tank disposal systems in 
accordance with these regula- 
tions. The provisions of these 
regulations and ordinances 
should be understood before 
undertaking the construction of 
any disposal system. 

Before choosing a location 
for the septic tank and disposal 
field a thorough study should 
be made of all possible places. 


There is no objection to 
locating the tank or disposal 
field near the home. It is ad- 


from any water well as pract- 
icable. Drainage should be away 
from the well and never from 
the disposal system toward the 
well. In part the regulations 
state: ‘‘The tank and field shall 
be located at least 50 feet from 
any domestic water supply and 
at least 75 feet from the source 
of any public water supply.’’ 

Further information on the 
construction and use of the 
concrete septic tank may be 
obtained in a booklet from your 
local County Health Depart- 
ment.
